Administrators Disclose His Wag-

— Arnold 
Rothstein’s winnings on the recent 
election would more than have 
paid the losses he suffered at the 
high-stake.poker game which led 
to his death, temporary adminis- 
trators of his estate disclosed to- 
day.

The Broadway gambler had 
placed $1,700,000 on Hoover and 
Roosevelt, the administrators said, 
which at the odds at which the 
money was bet would have re- 
turned about $500,000 in winnings. 
Rothstein’ was said to have lost 
$380,000 in the card game, giving 
his I. O. U. to the winners. Fail- 
ure or refusal to make good the 
paper has been given as the reason 
for the shooting. 

Rothstein was shot the Sunday 
night preceding election and died 
election day. His winnings on his 
bets are supposed to be still in the 
hand of stakeholders and presum- 
ably will be paid to his estate.

BARBER IN WAY 
HIT WITH PISTOL 


Six Persons in Depository 
Near City Herded in Cor- 
ner While Is 
Scooped Up.

Two robbers raided the Bank of 
Manchester, at Manchester, St. 
Louis County, 11 miles west of St. 
Louis, at 9:10 a. m., today, held up 
three employes and three cus- 
tomers and escaped with $3664 in 
cash, after slugging the village bar- 
ber, who stood in their path as they 
ran to an automobile in which a 
third man waited. 

As they drove off in the direc- 
tion of Kirkwood and St. Louis, 
Robert ©. Bloom, assistant cashier, 
ran out and emptied a revolver at 
the rear of the machine. One of 
the robbers returned the fire, but 
no one on the street was hurt. 
Blgom’s bullets smashed the rear 
glass of the automobile. 

Bloom and Charles Scholl, cash- 
ier Of the bank, were in the cash- 


ier’s cage waiung on the three 
customers, and Miss Cecile Kru- 
mery, 19 years old, the bank book- 
keeper, was at her desk, when the 
robbers parked their automobile, 
a blue-painted roadster, about 35 
feet from the door of the bank, a 
one-story brick building fronting 
on the south side of Manchester 
road. 
Enter With Pistols Drawn. 

With pistols drawn and with 
handkerchiefs held over their 
faces, two of the men entered the 
banking room. One of the rob- 
bers covered the three customers, 
while his companion took charge 
of the employes. 

With hands raised, 
sons were ordered into a corner 
where they were permitted to 
lower their hands and enjoined to 
keep quiet. One man _ guarded 
them while the other ran behind 
the counter and scooped up the 
money. 

Although the banking room is 
plainly visible from the road 
through a large plate glass win- 
dow, no one observed that a rob- 
bery was in progress. In less than 
two minutes, the robbers were out- 
side asain, running toward their 
automobile. 

Harvey Scheuer, the barber, who 
was passing, stopped _to stare in 
amazement. One of the robbers 
struck him on the néad with his 
pistol. Scheuer dropped to the 
sidewalk, but suffered only a minor 
scalp wound. 

Bloom was outside with his re- 
volver as the robbers’ car pulled 
into the road. He rired six shots. 
Witnesses said every bullet hit the 
automobile, smashing the rear 
glass and denting the body. 

Cashier Scholl described the 
robbers as a tall, sallow-faced man 
of 28 years, wearing a cap and gray 
overcoat, and a shorter man of 
dark complexion, about the same 
age, wearing a dark overcoat. 

Everything but Change Taken. 

“IT wasn’t particularly fright- 
ened,” Scholl said. “They used a 
lot of profanity when they told us 
to raise our hands and I told them 
to cut out the profanity and get 
it over with. They took everything 
but the small change. 

‘Bloom and I have been prac- 
ticing with revolvers for years, ex- 
pecting something like this to hap- 
pen. It was the first time the 
bank was held up.” 

Scholl obtained his revolver and 
followed Bloom, but was too late 
to do any shooting. He jumped 
in an automobile with Earl Rose. 
a garage man, and trailed the rob- 
bers. At Denny road he was told 
that the machine had turned 
morth at a speed of about 50 miles 
an hour.

IN CRASH IN BAY 
AT RIO DE JANEIRO

Returning Brazilian Avia- 
tor Lose Lives.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Dec. 3.— 


Twelve lives were lost when the 
hydroplane Santos Dumont 
plunged into the harbor of Rio de 
Janeiro this morning. The machine 
was carrying a reception commit- 
tee made up of six Brazilians dis- 
tinguished in social and _ political 
life who were to give first greet- 
ings to the homecoming of the 
noted Brazilian aviator, Aldeberto 
Santos-Dumont. 

Besides the reception committee 
the plane carried two pilots, two 
mechanicians and an officer of the 
Kondor Syndicate, owners of the 
machine, and the latter's wife. 

All were carried below the sur- 
face in the crash except one me- 
chanic. He was picked up by a 
launch but died shortly afterwards 


in a hospital. 
The occupants of the hydro- 
plane were Prof. Tobias Moscoso,

Many of those who had waited for 
hours in the rain walked off with 
their hearts at least temporarily 
lightened. 

A picturesque figure in the 
crowd at the palace- gates today 
was a tall Maori, gaudily attired 
in a costume of white and gold. 
None seemed more anxious to read 
the bulletin than he, and as his 
height gave him a distinct ad- 
vantage he was able to give. the 
news in the bulletin to those on 
the fringe of the crowd. 

A special force of mounted and 
foot police had a difficult task 
dealing with the crowd, but every 
effort was made to exercise tact 
and forbearance. The police in- 
sisted, however, that a passage be 
left near the railings for the sen- 
tries on duty and that the hun- 
dreds of motor cars constantly ar- 
riving should not remain longer 
than necessary. 

Several press photographers 
stood on the tops of taxicabs and 
one man worked with his camera 
top of a long pole, using a 
string to open the shutter.

King, were called in the streets to- 
day. They were the. first extras 
published in London since early in 
th: World War. The editions were 
quickly exhausted by eager buy- 
ers. This news expedient is usual 
only in times of grave national 
crisis, and the fact that it was 
adopted in connection with the 
King’s illness was further indica- 
tive of the nation’s increasing 
anxiety. , 

Sir William Joynson-Hicks, the 
Home Secretary, told the Consti- 
tutional Club today that he was at 
the palace this morning and that 
there undoubtedly was a feeling in 
the aire that King George was bet- 
ter than he was yesterday. They 
could only hope that that shade 
of improvement would continue, he 
added. 

Four eminent physicians re- 
mained near the King’s bedside 
through the greater part of the 
night. After long deliberation the 
doctors issued this bulletin, short- 
ly after midnight: 

“His Majesty, the King, has had 
some sleep during the last three 
hours. A _ further’ consultation 
confirms the opinion expressed in 
the last bulletin and in spite of the 
improvement in the lung, anxiety 
concerning the strength of the 
heart persists.” 

It was signed by Sir Stanley, 
Lord Dawson of Penn, Sir E. Far- 
quhar Buzzard and Dr. D. E. Whit- 
by. Dr. Whitby ts a bacteriologist 
who had already been consulted on 
the case although he had not pre- 
viously signed any of the official 
bulletins. 

As soon as the bulletin was pre- 
pared it was telephoned to mem- 
bers of the Cabinet who had await- 
ed it in Downing street. 

The Duke of York, who is the 
only one of the four sons of the 
King now in England, went to the 
palace to be with his mother and 
sister while the physicians were 
consulting. Soon after the state- 
ment was issued he returned to his 
house in Picadilly, where he ar- 
ranged to keep in close touch with 
the palace. 

Palace Staff in Suspense. 

When the physicians left the 
palace at 3:30 a. m. they made no 
fresh statement about the sover- 
eign’s condition. At that hour the 
whole staff of the palace was in a 
state of suspense. 

The first public announcement 
that the King’s heart was weaken- 
ing was-made in the bulletin last 
evening. This read: 

“His Majesty had a quieter sleep 
during the day. The infective 
process has continued to diminish 
and his temperature tonight is 100. 
At the same time there is a de- 
cline in strength of the heart 
which causes anxiety.” 

The indication in both bulletins 
that there was some improvement 
in the condition of the infected 
lung and the fact that the King 


had a better rest during the eve- 
ning hours did not relieve the pro- 
found concern “ver his distinctly 
diminished heart power. 

Public concern was manifested 
by a crowd of unusual size which 
lingered outsfde the palace after 
midnight awaiting the latest word. 
When the last announcement was 
posted, there was a rush toward 
the bulletin board. Police found 
it necessary to marshal the crowd 
into line and march it past the 
board, allowing each person only 
time enough to read the _ state- 
ment. 

This arrangement proved too 
slow, however, for the bulk of the 
crowd. There were shouts of 
“Read it!” A policeman began to 
read the bulletin in a loud voice. 
There was a deep silence indicating 
the general anxiety. Then the peo- 
ple began to disperse slowly. 

But all night latecomers in auto- 
mobiles and taxicabs stopped and 
alighted to read the bulletins. 


The physicians who have been 
regularly attending the King for 
the last 13 days were more fre- 
quently and longer in attendance 
at the palace yesterday than on 
any day-since illness set in. This 
assiduous attendance by the phy- 
sicians in the. morning, afternoon 
and evening was an indication to 
the general public 6f their in- 
creased solicitude. 

When it was learned that for the 
first time two additional doctors 
had been summoned there was 
ever-increasing anxiety among the 
crowd outside the palace gates: 
No special editions of newspapers 
were issued to fill the usua] Sun- 


‘day gap and the only means the 


public had of learning of the 
King’s progress was to watch the 
bulletin board or listen to the radio 
broadcast. 

The first bulletin yesterday, is- 
sued in the morning, read: 

“The King had a rather restless 
night. This morning his temper- 
ature is lower and the infective 
process shows some improvement. 
His general strength, though at 
the present adequate, is at this 
stage of the illness being taxed.”’

Mrs. Willebrandt Reports 75 Pct. 
Gain in Volume of Liquor Smuggled 
Across Canadian Border Into U. S.

Large Increase Since 1925 Shown by Customs 
Figures of Dominion, She Says—Rate Now 
$2,000,000 Worth a Month.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3. — A 
steady increase in the volume of 
liquor flowing into the United 
States directly from Canada is 
noted by Mrs. Mabel Walker Willc- 
brandt, assistant Attorney-Genera 
in charge of prohibition cases, in 
her annual report, made public to- 
day. 

Mrs. Willebrandt says frank'!v 
that the problem of checking the 
liquor traffic across the Canadian 
boundary remains unsolved, though 
she thinks that some progress hus 
been made toward reducing the 
traffic from the high seas. 

“It is possible,” she says, “to 
gauge the volume of liquor smug- 
gled across our Northern boundary 
a little more accurately than thait 
occurring in other places because 
a substantial amount of the liquor 
passes through Canadian customs 
and official record is made thereor. 
In practice, the liquor runner clears 
his cargo regularly through the 
Canadian customs before proceecd- 
ing to evade the United States cus- 
toms in making delivery. 

Says Traffic Is Immense. 
“No one would contend that 
the liquor which is smugezliec 
across the Northern boundary pass-« 
es regularly through the Canadian 
customs. The volume is probably 
much greater than those records 
willshow. However, available data 
taken from statistical bulletins +- 
sued by the Department of Trade 
and Commerce of Canada indicateg 
that this traffic is immense in its 
proportions and is increasing.” 

The report then gives figures 
fron Canadian official 
showing a@ progressive increase 
whisky exports to the United States 
since 1925. For the year ending 
June 30, 1927, the amount was 
1,053,213 gallons, of a Canadian 
value of $17,171,484, and for the 
following 12 months it was 1,169.,-

The Lame Duck Session 


Although the only excuse for this session lay in the difficulties of travel in the early 
days of our government, it persists today because of the opportunity for 
political plunder which it affords; it is a direct incentive to irresponsibility and 
beotlicking and it is always likely to cause a condition of legislative paralysis,

HERE will reassemble in Washington to- 

day some 630 Senators and Representa- 
tives who were elected to Congress not on 
Nov. 6, 1928, but on Nov. 2, 1926. It has 
been 25 months since this Congress received 
a mandate from the public, and in the mean- 
time“a new Congress has been elected. But 
the old Congress is back in Washington 
again and the biennial lame duck session 
is about to start. 

= s 

Every schoolboy knows the explanation of 
these lame duck sessions. Travel was slow 
and uncertain in the days when the fathers 
of the Constitution *planned a Government 
for the United States. It seemed probable 
that gentlemen who had to travel far to 
Washington might have difficulty in putting 
their affairs in order in time to attend a 
session of Congress beginning only a few 
weeks after the date of their election. 
Largely for this reason it was decided that 
members of Congress elected in November 
of one year should not take office until 
March of the year following. If no special 
session were called in March or during the 
summer the new member would not actual- 
ly take his seat until the following De- 
cember 

This decision was written into the (“on- 
stitution and for a hundred and forty years 
it has been the law of the land, despite 
the fact that the development of railways 
has long since solved the problem which the 
authors of the Constitution had in mind. 
Though it is now possible for any newly- 
elected member of Congress, except dele- 
gates from Alaska and the Outlying islands, 
to reach Washington within five days, ths 
machinery of Government continues to op- 
erate on the theory that the Conestoga is 
still the fastest vehicle on wheels. The 
result is the anomaly of a lame duck ses- 
sion every alternate year. Se

3 In two respects this lame duck session 
is a cause of mischief. In the first place, 
it brings to Washington a number of de- 
feated members of Congress who know that 
they have already been voted out of office 


and whose sense of responsibility has not 
been sharpened by that knowledge. Some 
of these gentlemen will shake the tree for 
as Many plumbs as they can gather. Others 
will sit back comfortably and do no work. 
Still others will scrap any personal con- 
victions they happen to possess and blindly 
support the administration in a frantic ef- 
fort to win the reward of an appointment 
which will take care of them when their 
term of office ends: The lame duck ses- 
sion is a direct incentive to irresponsibility 
and bootlicking.

Even worse than this, however, is the 
mischief caused by the fact that the lame 
duck session necessarily ends in March, 
when the terms of one-third of the mem- 
bers of the Senate and all the members 
of the House expire. The result is that the 
Session is limited by law to some three 
months of life. In the present complexities 
of Government this is barely enough time 
to consider and adopt the regular appropria- 
tion bilis. All other legisiation is, there- 
fore, in a jam with a premium put on Jog- 
rolling and the threat of filibusters. No 
bill of any importance can be put through 
without buying votes. At any moment the 
Senate may find itself paralized by an end- 
less flow of talk. 

It is an absurd situation, and a situa- 
tion all the more absurd because it is per- 
mitted to cantinue despite the fact that 
the remedy is so obvious. This remedy is 
an amendment to the Constitution providing 
that each new Congress take office within 
a short time after its election, in a regular 
session to begin either in December or in 
January, 

Four times the Senate has adopted the 
Norris bill embodying this plan. Each time 
the House has either ignored the Senate's 
action or refused to comply with it. 

Now a@ lame duck session begins again 
today. It continues to be Part of the 
American system of Government because + 
handful of influential members of the 
House prize the opportunities for political 
plunder which it gives them.

The dried fruits—prunes, figs, 
dates, raisins—may be served in a 
number of ways. 


Prunes should be soaked over- 
night in cold water, then cooked 
very slowly in thé same water un- 
til tender. ; 

When cooked in this 
fruit will be sweet enough to 
entirely palatable. 

Dates may be steamed in a 
double boiler and made into a mar- 
malade used for sandwiches, added 
to cereals, salads or desserts or 
used as a confection.

RACEFULLY upright must be 
(5 back worthy to be called 
beautiful—and supple and flat 
(meaning minus humps, bumps 
knobs or wihg effects) and above 
all else satiny smooth and as white 
as can be. 
Far rarer than lovely faces are 
lovely backs, as witness the sam- 
ples on display at almost any for- 
mal evening function.
